In the suft of Saxlehner against Moritz 
Eisner, president of the Elsner & Men- 
delson Co., and Hattie Mendeleon, the 
executrix of the estate of Joseph Men- 
delson, the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals has now affirmed a decree of 
the United States Circiut Court, award- 
ing Saxlehner $31,030.36 together with 
which Moritz Eisner and the estate 
of Joseph Mendelson must pay to Sax-
